Woman stole $70,000 


Woman stole $70,000 
from sister 

A 30-year-old woman who 
helped herself to $70,000 of her 
sister’s money to buy drugs 
has been ordered to pay the 
money back - at $100 a month. 

Kelli-Ann Smith pleaded 
guilty earlier to a charge of 
theft over $5,000. She was sen¬ 
tenced before Judge S. Van de 
Veen on Dec. 8. 

The accused was living with 
her parents in Olds when she 
found the combination to the 
safe in the home, court heard 
August 25. Inside the safe was 
money owned by her sister. 

Over a period of time the 
accused took money from the 
safe and used it to support a 
drug addiction. 

Some of the money was 
later stolen by a second party, 
court heard. 

“People like you cannot con¬ 
trol their actions when drugs 
are involved,” said Judge Van 
de Veen. “I’m very sympathetic 
to the victim.” 

The judge handed Smith a 
two year conditional sentence, 
which includes a strict curfew 
and an order of compensation 
in the amount of $70,000. 

Man got into accident 
with woman’s car 

A drunk and stoned man 
who took a woman’s rental car 
without her permission and 
proceeded to smash it into an¬ 
other vehicle in Carstairs has 
been jailed. 

Eric Flinton, 22, pleaded 
guilty to taking a vehicle with¬ 
out owner’s consent, driving 
without insurance and im¬ 
paired driving in October. He 
was sentenced on Dec. 10. 

The accused took the car, 
which had been rented by the 
girlfriend of an acquaintance, 
on Oct. 18, court heard. 

Sometime later, the man 
went through a yield sign and 
smashed into another vehicle 
in the intersection. 

The accused admitted he had 
been drinking liquor and smok¬ 
ing marijuana prior to the in¬ 
cident, court heard. 

In October the judge fined 
Flinton $2,825 on the no in¬ 
surance charge, and $920 on 
the impaired driving charge. 

On Dec. 10 the judge sen¬ 
tenced Flinton, who spent 40 
days in predisposition custody, 
to one day in jail and ordered 
him to pay compensation on the 
take vehicle charge. 

Man jailed for possession 
stolen truck 

A man who took a truck 
from an Edmonton woman 
even though he knew it was 


stolen has been jailed. 

Michael Mengersen pleaded 
guilty on Dec. 10 to charges of 
possession of stolen property, 
and three counts of failing to 
attend court. 

The accused was arrested in 
Olds early on the morning of 
March 1 when a patrolling po¬ 
lice officer noticed a suspicious 
vehicle, court heard. 

Mengersen admitted to the 
officer that the van was stolen. 
He failed to show up for subse¬ 
quent court appearances. 

The judge sentenced him to 
three months in jail on the pos¬ 
session charge and an addi¬ 
tional 60 days on the failing to 
comply charges. 

Drunk driver turned in 
by citizen 

A 42 year-old man who was 
arrested on Highway 2 last 
month after a citizen phoned 
the police to report an erratic 
driver has been convicted of 
drunk driving. 

George Hobbs pleaded 
guilty on Dec. 10 to a charge 
of driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. 

The accused was located and 
stopped along the roadway on 
the evening of Nov. 7, court 
heard. 

His blood alcohol level at the 
time was 160 mg per cent, or 
two times the legal limit. 

Hobbs has a previous drunk 
driving conviction dating from 
1991. 


“It’s too bad you didn’t 
learn your lesson that time,” 
the judge said. 

Hobbs was fined $1,092 and 
prohibited from driving for one 
year. 

Man defied court order 

A man who failed to abide 
by a court order that he take 
counselling has been fined 
more than $1,000. 

Shawn Stuart Taylor 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
breaching probation. 

The accused was placed on 
probation following a drunk 
driving conviction in 2002, 
court heard. He did not take 
counselling ordered under the 
probation. 

The judge fined the man 
$1,150. 

Youth avoids conviction 
in threats case 

A 16-year-old boy charged 
with threatening to harm the 
girlfriend of an acquaintance 
after a cheque cashing scheme 
went wrong has avoided a 
criminal conviction. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named, also faced a charge of 
extortion. 

The boy went to the com¬ 
plainants home after a cheque 
he cashed for the girl’s boy¬ 
friend was held by his bank. 

The boy agreed to sign a 
peace bond, agreeing to stay 
away from the complainant and 
four other individuals named 
by the court.

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Alberta’s grain producers, 
an intelligent bunch 


They are directly re¬ 
sponsible for the $2 billion 
provincial crop produc¬ 
tion industry, a consistent 
economic driver in Al¬ 
berta. 

They make complex op¬ 
eration decisions. They de¬ 
cide what seeds to plant, 
what farm equipment is 
needed, what herbicides 
and fertilizers to use, and 
when to harvest. 

They make complex 
business decisions. They 
decide how to finance their 
operation, how to manage 
their risk, and what part¬ 
nerships are viable. They 
develop business plans 
and have business goals. 
They market their prod¬ 
uct. 

Of course, they're only 
allowed to market the 
grains not controlled by 
the Canadian Wheat 
Board's monopoly. Alber¬ 
ta's producers have no 
marketing choice - no abil¬ 
ity to make individual 
business decisions - when 
it comes to selling their 
wheat and barley for 
processing or exporting. 
In western Canada, the 
Canadian Wheat Board is 


the only legal buyer and 
seller. 

Have Albertans chosen to 
have their wheat and barley 
controlled by the wheat 
board monopoly? Does the 
wheat board continually 
maximize farmer returns, as 
they so often claim? Does 
the monopoly system enable 
Albertans, farmers in par¬ 
ticular, to build on opportu¬ 
nity? 

The answer is decidedly 
no. 

Federal legislation dating 
back to the 1940s gives the 
Canadian Wheat Board its 
monopoly powers over 
wheat and barley market¬ 
ing. The federal government 
appoints five of the 15 wheat 
board directors, and elec¬ 
tions for the other 10 
directorships are only held 
every four years. Because of 
flaws in the election proc¬ 
ess, elected directors repeat¬ 
edly fail to adequately re¬ 
flect the views of Alberta's 
farmers. 

It's a myth that the CWB 
can maximize producer's re¬ 
turns. One only has to look 
at global prices to know 
that opportunities are being 
missed. Wheat prices spiked 


last fall, but the wheat 
board was already out of 
the wheat market. Last 
year, Canadian maltsters 
had to import their malt 
barley while locally grown 
malt quality barley was be¬ 
ing sold as feed. Every time 
the wheat board does a 
poor job of marketing, it af¬ 
fects the bottom line of Al¬ 
berta's producers. 

The Canadian Wheat 
Board is also blocking 
many lucrative marketing 
opportunities. The lack of 
marketing choice is holding 
back value-added develop¬ 
ment opportunities, as in¬ 
terested investors won't in¬ 
vest in Alberta if they are 
tied to one supplier and a 
formula-based pricing sys¬ 
tem. Marketing choice' 
would change this. 

Producers want the op¬ 
portunity to make the 
business decisions that 
work for them, not for the 
Canadian Wheat Board. It's 
a right the Alberta govern¬ 
ment will fight for.

Grandparents want to spend Thompson featured speaker 

time with the children too at Ontario fundraiser 


If you asked most grand¬ 
parents today what they 
want for Christmas, the one 
answer you are sure to get 
is, "I want to spend time with 
my family and I want to see 
my grandchildren." Most 
grandparents are looking 
forward to just that -- the 
holidays so that they can 
spend time with their fami¬ 
lies, particularly their 
grandchildren. Without a 
doubt they know they will 
get to hold them, hug them, 
kiss them and much more. 

There are many grand¬ 
parents out there, however, 
who aren't as fortunate. 

For them Christmas is a 
reminder that they won't get 
to share in the grandparent 
experiences of others. Be¬ 
cause of divorce, separation, 
limited finances, proximity, 
or familial problems, they 
are denied access to their 
grandchildren. 

Evelyn is one such case. 
For most of her life, she be¬ 
lieved in family, working 
hard to bring stability to her 
home, by doing the things 
most mothers did then - she 
stayed home to raise her 
kids. 

As most mothers-.-do, she. 
brushed her kids' fefefh antf J 
bathed them; she read to 
them and took them to the 
library; she took them to the 
park and took them for 
swimming lessons, all the 
while thinking that raising 
a family was its own reward. 
The thought never occurred 
to Evelyn that someday she 
would never get to see her 
grandkids. 

In Evelyn's case, her 
daughter rebelled as a teen¬ 
ager and started running 
away with what the princi¬ 
pal called, "the wrong kind 
of friends." Once she started 
running away, there was no 
bringing her back for good. 
Evelyn did everything in her 
power to bring her home and 
get her back into school. 
She thought, I'll just do 
what my own mother did; I 
will simply go and get her. 
This never worked. 

Ivy finally took off with 
her friends across the coun¬ 
try. Limited in resources and 
funds, Evelyn found she 
could not chase after her and 
once her daughter turned 
18, the police told Evelyn 
they could do nothing. 

Time passed and Evelyn 
lost touch with her daugh¬ 
ter. She kept trying to con¬ 
tact her by sending cards 
and I love you notes to an 
old address she had with no 
luck. 

Not even her own family 
knew of Ivy's whereabouts. 
In that time, Evelyn's mar¬ 
riage fell apart and she dis¬ 
covered that her ex-husband 
knew where she has been all 
along and he also knew she 
was pregnant with Evelyn's 
first grandchild. She re¬ 
ceived no birth announce¬ 


ments, no calls, no contact 
concerning the birth of this 
baby. She was in the dark 
about everything. 

Christmases passed. Each 
holiday, as well as Mother's 
day and other holidays, 
Evelyn would grieve over the 
loss of her daughter and now 
grandchild. She’d see other 
grandparents at the mall 
with their grandchildren or 
on outings at restaurants. 
She'd see a grandmother 
shopping with her daughter 
and grandchildren. The grief 
was as real as if her daugh¬ 
ter had died. 

Years later, she discovered 
through another source that 
her daughter not only had 
one grandchild, but three. 
Sadly enough, she didn’t have 
birth dates, first and last 
names, addresses. Every¬ 
thing that other grandpar¬ 
ents enjoyed concerning their 
grandkids, she was denied. 
Everything Evelyn's own par¬ 
ents had enjoyed as grandpar¬ 
ents was denied. Not only 
that, her own unknown 
grandchildren were denied ac¬ 
cess to her as a grandmother 
and to all the aunts, uncles, 
nieces and nephews they 
would have known. 

Another Chrfsfm'as hds 
arrived and still Evelyn will 
spend it knowing deep down 
in her heart that she won't 
see her grandkids. Christmas 
just won't be the same for 
her. 

To help Evelyn cope with 
her loss, she has joined 
CANGRANDS, (http.// 
www.cangrands.com/) a non¬ 
profit organization focused 
on giving support to grand¬ 
parents raising grandchil¬ 
dren and those seeking access 
to family members across 
Canada.

Dear Editor, 

My name is Dave Rowden. I 
am 41, and have suffered from 
generalized anxiety disorder as 
long as I can remember. It had 
totally devastated my life. I 
constantly worried about eve¬ 
rything since childhood until 
it became part of my personal¬ 
ity. I wrongly assumed that ex¬ 
cessive worry was normal. As 
a child I hid in bed before the 
babysitter came. Intense fear 
prevented me from concentrat¬ 
ing at school or work. Because 
of fear I accepted unskilled jobs 
that I often hated. Negative 
thoughts constantly raced 
through my head. There were 
days when I could not leave the 
house to buy milk. I could not 
force myself to answer the 
phone or doorbell for over four 
years. For many years there 
were only two days a month 
when I was not deeply de¬ 
pressed. There were many days 
I could not work at all. I was 
prescribed most of the drugs for 
this illness. They either did 
nothing or made my condition 
worse. I thought about suicide 
almost every day. I did not fear 


death, I longed for it to put me 
out of my mental torment. Is 
it not ironic that people who 
suffer from panic attacks want 
to live, and often their great¬ 
est fear is a fear of dying, or 
going insane, because of the in¬ 
tense physical symptoms they 
get from trying to look and stay 
calm in feared situations. The 
common element between these 
two illnesses is feelings of lack 
of control. 

Once I found a Calgary sup¬ 
port group for anxiety my life 
began to change. For the first 
time in my life I saw people like 
me getting better. The group 
leader had been cured for over 
12 years. I was learning vari¬ 
ous coping skills, but felt some¬ 
thing else was needed. Luck¬ 
ily, my dad bought a 20 tape 
cognative behavioral therapy 
(CBT) series, developed by a 
psychologist that had suffered 
from this illness for over 20 
years. Through the various 
techniques and strategies 
learned, my lifetime jail sen¬ 
tence of depression ended. The 
tapes literally saved my life. I 
learned that worrying is a bad 


habit that can be broken. Medi¬ 
cation alone will never cure 
anxiety disorders, but can be 
useful as an aid until coping 
skills are developed, however 
CBT can cure it. Now that I 
no longer worry, I focus on the 
task at hand and enjoy new 
challenges. Positive thoughts 
flood my mind, not worry. I 
look forward to phone calls 
from my friends. I use one mg. 
of clonazepam, as a aid, to stop 
my mind from racing, so I can 
get a good night's sleep. I ex¬ 
pect to do away with this aid 
and make a full recovery 
shortly. In the last month l 
have never been depressed. I 
can t wait to get up and get on 
with the day. I am making plans 
for a support group in 
Didsbury for people suffering 
from anxiety disorders. 

Meetings will be held every 
Thursday starting Jan. 8th at 
the Didsbuiy Library from 7 to 
9 p.m. Attendance is free. For

Starting on January 1, 2004, new rules governing federal political financing 
will set out clear limits for everyone. 


As a Canadian citizen or permanent resident of 
Canada, you can give up to $5,000 in total per year 
to each registered political party, including its 
registered riding associations, nomination 
contestants and candidates. 

You can also give up to $5,000 in total to the 
leadership contestants of a registered party 
per leadership race, and $5,000 per election to 
each candidate who is not of a registered party. 
The maximum tax credit has been increased to 
$650 for eligible political contributions. 


Corporations and trade unions (with some 
exceptions) can give up to $1,000 per year in 
total to the candidates, nomination contestants 
and registered riding associations of each 
registered political party, and can give up to 
$1,000 per election to each candidate who is 
not of a registered party. 

Corporations and trade unions cannot make 
contributions to the registered parties 
themselves or to their leadership contestants.

Grizzly board members 
called for 20 people to come 
forward with a $5,000 tax 
deductible donation, to bail 
the team out. In turn these 
20 will have a say in the re¬ 
structuring of the team. 

“Is this a plea? Yes,” said 
Dale Belsher, who chaired 
the meeting. “This is a plea 
to get new people involved. 

We need to recapitalize this 
team or the Grizzlys will not 
survive. We need new peo¬ 
ple to do this because I 
firmly believe, if we keep 
doin’ what we have been 
doin’ we will keep gettin’ 
what we’re gettin’.” 

So far, three people, in¬ 
cluding Belsher, have come 
forward with the $5,000 
and have expressed an in¬ 
terest in becoming the next 
directors. Seven more peo¬ 
ple have donated $5,000 but 
want no part of the decision 
making. 

With this $50,000 
pledged, the team is guar¬ 
anteed to survive this sea¬ 
son. 

Belsher is hoping the 17 
more people needed, to 
make up 20, will come for¬ 
ward by the end of the 
month.

Alberta saves environment and helps 4-H groups

Local 4-H groups were 
pleased to once again receive 
free mats from Alberta’s tire 
recycling program. Hundreds 
of anti-fatigue flooring mats, 
made out of recycled tire mate¬ 
rials, were donated to Alberta’s 
rural communities. 

Seventy mats have been 
made available to each Agricul¬ 
ture Service Board (ASB) so 
they can provide them to 4-H 
groups to use at livestock 


shows. 

These mats which are manu¬ 
factured in Alberta from rub¬ 
ber crumb, provide cushioning 
and improved safety and com¬ 
fort over traditional flooring 
materials such as carpet. 

The Tire Recycling Manage¬ 
ment Association of Alberta 
(TRMA), the organization with 
the challenge of dealing with 
Alberta’s scrap tires, partnered 
with the ASBs to effectively dis¬ 
tribute these unique mats to 
Albertans. 


“We are pleased to provide 
these mats to our province’s 
rural communities as they il¬ 
lustrate that Alberta’s tire re¬ 
cycling program is working and 
providing benefits that extend 
well beyond our primary goal 
of a cleaner environment,” said 
Sid Hinton, chairman, TRMA. 
“Over the past decade, commu¬ 
nities have invested signifi¬ 
cantly in tire recycling by col¬ 
lecting and transporting scrap 
tires. By seeing the end result, 
products manufactured from 
old tires, 

_ Albertans are 

™" " able to realise 
the benefits of 
their recycling 
efforts.” 

This new 
industry has 
evolved right 
here in Al¬ 
berta, an in¬ 
dustry that 
uses all the 
three million 
scrap tires dis¬ 
carded in Al¬ 
berta every 
year, and pro¬ 
duces a valu¬ 
able resource. 

Other uses 
for these scrap 
tires are floor 
mats, play¬ 
ground tiles, 


and interlocking patio bricks. 

“It’s exciting to see the ben¬ 
efits of the provincial tire recy¬ 
cling program come full circle 
with Albertans in their commu¬ 
nities,” said Alberta Environ¬ 
ment Minister Lome Taylor. 
“From poured-in-place play¬ 
grounds to brick sidewalks, we 
are seeing tires, which would 
normally end up in a landfill, 
taking on a new and produc¬ 
tive life.” 

Alberta’s tire recycling pro¬ 
gram is increasingly recognized 
as a leader in Canada and 
around the world. 


Since 1992, 30 million scrap 
tires have been recycled in Al¬ 
berta and taxpayers have saved 
an estimated $200 million in 
landfill costs. 

“The huge piles of scrap tires 
that once existed around the 
province have been eliminated 
and gone with them are the 
potential environment and 
health hazards they posed,” 
said Hinton. 

Groups interested in using 
the recycled rubber, anti-fa¬ 
tigue mats, are asked to con¬ 
tact their local Agricultural 
Service Board.

Maybe your boyfriend will surprise you one day with a flurry 
of words, but I doubt it. Shyness and an introverted person¬ 
ality result primarily from an inborn temperament that tends 
to be very persistent throughout life. Research shows that 
approximately 15 percent of children are genetically pro¬ 
grammed to be somewhat introverted like your friend and 
that most of them will always be that way. It appears that 
some people just seem to be born “noisy,”, and others prefer 
to keep their thoughts to themselves. Your boyfriend may be 
one of the latter. If you choose to marry him, I hope you’ll do 
so with your eyes wide open. You’re probably not going to 
change him. Many women fall in love with the strong, silent 
type and then resent their men for the rest of their lives 
because they won’t talk to them. 

* * ** * * 

QUESTION: I’m the boyfriend who doesn't talk very 
much. I’ve been that way all of my life. Part of the problem is 
that I just don’t like to reveal what I’m feeling. But also. I 
don’t know how to talk to people. I get really uncomfortable 
when I'm w th people and I’m expected to say things. Can 
you give me some hints about how to express myself? 

DR. DOBSON: It might help you to understand the ba¬ 
sics of good conversation. Let me ask you to imagine that 
the two of us are facing each other about eight feet apart. 
You have four tennis balls in your hands, and you toss one 
of them to me. Instead of throwing the ball back, however, I 
hold it and wait for you to toss another to me. Eventually, 
all four balls are in my hands. We stand there looking at 
each other awkwardly and wondering what to do next. The 
game is over. Good conversation is something like that game 
of catch. One person throws an idea or a comment to the 
other, and he or she then tosses it back. But if that second 
person doesn’t return it, the game ends. Both players feel 
awkward and wish they could be somewhere else. Let me 
illustrate further. Suppose 1 say to my son when he comes 
home in the afternoon, “How did it go in school today?” If 
he answers, “Fine,” he has caught the ball and held it. We 
have nothing more to say to each other unless I can come up 
with another comment — another “ball” to throw to him. 
But if my son says, “I had a good day because I got an A on 
my history test,” he has caught the ball and thrown it back. 
I can then say, “Was it a difficult test?” or “Did you study 
hard for it?” or “I’ll bet you’re proud of yourself.” If my son 
replies, “Yes,” he has wrecked the game again. To keep the 
conversation going, he needs to throw back something of 
substance, such as, “It was a tough exam, but it was fair.” 
Then our “game” can continue. As for your relationship with 
a future wife, it won't be enough to just throw the ball back 
to her. She’s going to want you to be more intimate than 
that. She’ll need to know how you feel about her, what you 
dream about, things that upset you. what you’d like her to 
do, etc. You can learn to put these thoughts into words, even 
though you will probably never be a big talker. I suggest 
that you push yourself in this direction rather than saying, 
“That’s just how I am.” Your wife will probably have to make 
some changes to accommodate you, too. That’s what a good 
marriage is all about.

This weekend may be just

Clint Magnus will once

It could be said that he was 
type-cast for the part. Both 
Magnus and Joseph, for exam¬ 
ple, have similarly risen above 
difficult situations. Joseph had 
the task of leading his expect¬ 
ant wife Mary to Bethlehem 
during times of turmoil and 
uncertainty and Magnus in 
his efforts to take on the well- 


established role of Joseph, 
which he did last year, without 
previous experience or much 
preparation. 

Magnus’ challenge - while 
differing in detail - proved to 
also be one requiring much 
courage.

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H2....UH-0H - Plumbing issues

From causing expensive struc¬ 
tural damage to unhealthy mold, 
water is one element that’s best 
kept outside the home. 

Just one little constant drip 
gone unnoticed for too long can 
result in thousands of dollars 
worth of damage behind walls, on 
structural beams, even the foun¬ 
dation. According to the 
HouseMaster Resale Home Defi¬ 
ciencies Survey, conducted by the 
leading home inspection organi¬ 
zation in the U.S. and Canada, 
structural damage, plumbing sys¬ 
tems and water seepage are three 
of the most commonly found de¬ 
fects in older homes for sale. 


“Sometimes, particularly with 
first-time homebuyers, the more 
obvious cosmetic home concerns, 
such as landscaping, painting and 
flooring overshadow the more criti¬ 
cal issues, such as water damage, 
which can have serious conse¬ 
quences and cost quite a bit to 
correct or repair,” cautions Rich¬ 
ard Golumbia, Didsbury-local di¬ 
rector of HouseMaster. Below, 
Golumbia highlights some home 
water defects that may end up leav¬ 
ing you with a big, wet headache 
in the end: 

* Water Seepage/Wet Base¬ 
ments - Small cracks in the foun¬ 
dation and porous walls, combined 
with heavy rains and a high wa¬ 
ter table can result in pressure 


build up against the foundation, 
and/or water leaking into a 
home’s basement. If left unat¬ 
tended, this could cause serious 
and costly structural concerns. 
Make sure small foundation 
cracks are sealed. More impor¬ 
tantly, make sure surface water 
run-off is draining away from the 
house. This can often be done by 
improving the grading of the soil 
around the perimeter of the home 
so that water flows away from the 
house. Also make sure that gut¬ 
ter downspouts are directed away 
from the foundation. 

* Roof Leaks - The most vul¬ 
nerable area of any roof is the roof 
flashing. 

Flashings are found anywhere 


the roof plane changes, such as at 
a chimney or plumbing vent. 
Flashings are prone to leakage 
and must be periodically checked 
and maintained. If you don’t regu¬ 
larly go up into your attic except 
to take down seasonal decora¬ 
tions or boxes, try to check the 
interior of your roof at least once 
per season. Constant leakage into 
an attic can cause expensive dam¬ 
age and/or mold growth in insu¬ 
lation or on other roofing ele¬ 
ments. Roof leaks caught early 
can result in big savings to your 
annual home maintenance budget. 

* Mold - You can’t have mold 
without water. The best way to 
mold-proof your home is to keep 
your home as dry as possible. This 


takes constant vigilance. Identify 
plumbing leaks early, watch for 
water seepage of any kind, and 
maintain piping of all kinds. A 
leaking air conditioning conden¬ 
sation line is the perfect environ¬ 
ment for rapid mold growth. 

* Lead Contamination in 
Drinking Water - Solder typically 
used to join the seams of most 
copper water piping prior to the 
mid-1980s contained lead that can 
leach into your home’s water sup¬ 
ply. The highest probability for 
elevated lead in water levels typi¬ 
cally exists when the water sup¬ 
ply is acidic. Identification of a con¬ 
cern is simple. Take samples of 
your water to a testing lab to de¬ 
termine the presence of lead. Be 
sure to consult the lab as to how

If notable levels of lead are 
found in the potable water source, 
further investigation would be ap¬ 
propriate in order to determine 
specific corrective measures. 

* Poor Water Pressure - Poor 
water pressure doesn’t only make 
for a poor quality shower, but it is 
often the symptom of other condi¬ 
tions, such as water service sup¬ 
ply deficiencies or costly piping 
upgrades. 

Before any measures are taken, 
a determination should be made 
of possible cause(s), beginning 
with the least problematic, such 
as blocked faucet aerators, par¬ 
tially closed valves or defective 
faucets. If your home has old gal¬ 
vanized piping, the issue may be 
interior corrosion/deposit build¬ 
up, which is common with this 
type of plumbing.

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LETTERS FROM NIGERIA 


The story of the Snyders and their adventures 



Dear family and friends, 
They came into the 
Hillcrest elementary chapel. 
Some, with matchstick legs 
and knobby, calloused knees 
crawled in. Others were car¬ 
ried in on piggyback. Some 
hobbled in on homemade 
crutches or leaned on oth¬ 
ers for help. Two men, one 
at her shoulders and one at 
her feet carried one older 
lady, whose legs didn’t work 
at all, in. All told, there 
were twenty of them, rang¬ 
ing in age from children of 
about 8-10 years old to the 
older woman. Most were vic¬ 
tims of polio. All struggled 
to get in but all left with 
new hand-pedaled tricycle- 


type wheelchairs. After 
many years of having to de¬ 
pend on others just to get 
around, they now had mo¬ 
bility. 

This was the result of the 
elementary schools Christ¬ 
mas service project to help 
the Good Shepherd Ministry. 
Each of the five classes 
(grades 1-5) was going to 
try to raise enough money 
for one wheelchair. Each 
wheelchair costs about 
10,500 naira (about $700 
US). A group in the US had 
agreed to match 409f of 
what the students raised. 
They didn’t know what they 
were getting themselves 
into. Each class came up 
with a way to raise money. 
One class had a pizza sale 
at lunchtime. Another sold 
drinks like Koolaid and lem¬ 
onade after school for sev¬ 
eral days. The first grade 
class got people to pledge 
money for the number of 
spelling words they could 
earn. Altogether the elemen¬ 
tary students raised 274,959 
naira - more than enough 
for 20 wheelchairs. The ex¬ 
tra money will be used to 
buy Bibles to give out with 
the chairs. (All wheelchair 
recipients are either going 


to school, learning a trade 
or working. If they are 
found begging the wheel¬ 
chairs will be taken from 
them.) 

This is not the first time 
the school has helped Good 
Shepherd Ministry but it is 
the first time the elementary 
school has taken on a 
project like this and had 
such an overwhelming re¬ 
sponse. It was great to see 
the pride in 
the students 
eyes as they 
saw the real¬ 
ity of what 
they had 
been a part 
of, as handi¬ 
capped peo¬ 
ple were 
matched up 
with wheel¬ 
chairs and 
taught how 
to use them. 

The first 
grade stu¬ 
dents were 
quite im¬ 
pressed with 
how the 
brake 
worked. I 
know there 
were tears in 


the eyes of many of the 
adults there as we witnessed 
the people coming in, know¬ 
ing that they would be able 
to leave much more easily. 

One of the things Good 
Shepherd Ministry is hoping 
to do in the future is to 
train some of the recipients 
of the wheelchairs how to 
make the chairs. This will 
help to reduce the cost of the 
chairs and make it possible 


for more to get them. 

Monday will be our last 
day of regular classes this 
semester. Tuesday through 
Thursday, the middle school 
and high school students 
have semester exams. Friday 
we have closing chapel and 
then we are done until 
January 14.
